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National Agricultural Summary 
May 24-30 


Highlights: Persistant rainfall curtailed 
fieldwork in most areas of the Nation, especially 
on the Great Plains where planting progress fell 
further behind normal. Farmers in the West North 
Central region only had about 1 day suitable for 
fieldwork while, in other regions, 2 to 5 days were 





available. Continued rainfall] resulted in 
adequate to surplus soil moisture supplies’ in 
nearly all regions. Corn planting advanced slowly 


to 82% completion, 8 points behind normal. 
Soybean planting reached the 50% mark; 8 points 
behind schedule. Thirty eight percent of the 
sorghum was planted, lagging the average of 55%. 


Cotton was 74% planted, 14 points behind a year 


earlier. Rice planting advanced to 93% completion 
compared to 97% last year. Spring wheat was 87% 
planted, 6 points behind average; plants’ had 


emerged on 68% of the acreage. Winter wheat was 
in fair to good condition; 74 percent was headed. 


Pastures and livestock were in fair to good 
condition, although cool, wet weather in Montana 
stressed herds. Vegetable harvests and planting 


moved northward. Peach picking moved northward to 


South Carolina. 


SMALL GRAINS: Winter wheat was in fair to good 
condition, although heavy rains caused some lodging 





and increased disease. In the 15 major producing 
States, 74% of the acreage was headed, behind last 
year's 81%. Heading was underway in all States 
except Montana. Harvesting was active in extreme 
southern areas, ranging up to 23% finished in 
Georgia. 

Spring wheat seeding in the 5 major producing 
States advanced to 87% completed, lagging last 
year's 98% and the average of 93%. Planting was 


finished in Idaho and South Dakota. Progress fell 
15 percentage points behind normal in Montana due 
to adverse weather. The crop had emerged on 68% 
of the total intended acreage. Stands were in 
fair to good condition. Ample moisture supplies 
Should promote good growth of the crop. 


CORN: Corn planting in “the 17 major producing 
States crept forward to 82% completion, behind last 
year's 85% and the 90% average. Rain curtailed 
planting in many areas, especially on the Great 
Plains. Producers in Iowa, Nebraska, and South 
Dakota fell further behind schedule due to the 
adverse weather. Planting was 49 percentage points 


behind average in Nebraska, 25 in Iowa, and 27 in 
South Dakota. Producers in Georgia, Indiana, and 
Ohio finished planting the crop while those in 
Illinois, Kentucky, Michigan, and North Carolina 
were nearing completion. Emerged plants were in 
fair to good condition. Early planted fields 
across the South began silking. 

SOYBEANS: Soybean planting in the 18 major 





Producing States advanced slowly to 50% finished, 
ahead of 1981's 44% but behind the average of 58%. 
Wet weather sidelined farmers in Iowa and Nebraska. 
Planting in Iowa fell 66 percentage points behind 
average, and in Nebraska, planting was 57 
percentage points behind average. On the other 
hand, planting in Ohio neared completion, 39 
percentage points ahead of average. Emerged plants 
were in fair to good condition. 


SORGHUM: 
7 major 


Sorghum planting was 38% finished in the 
producing States, lagging last year's 53% 
and the 55% average. Adverse weather also delayed 
sorghum planting; progress fell 54 percentage 
Points behind average in Nebraska, 30 points behind 


in Oklahoma and South Dakota, and 20 points behind 
in Kansas. Missouri was the only State ahead of 
schedule in planting the crop. 


COTTON: In the 14 major producing States, 74% of 
the cotton acreage was planted, behind last year's 


88%. Planting in Texas was only 58% completed, 
lagging the average of 74%. Producers in 
California, Missouri, North Carolina, and South 
Carolina were finished planting, and farmers in 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Tennessee neared completion. Early-planted 
fields in southern areas began squaring. Plants 


were in fair to good condition. Heavy rains washed 
out some fields in Texas. These fields will need. 
to be replanted. 
OTHER CROPS: Rice planting in the 5 major 
producing States was 93%. finished, compared with 
97% a year earlier. Seeding was virtually complete 
in all States except California, where planting 
reached the 78% mark. Rice had emerged on 84% of 
the acreage, slightly behind the average of 91% 
for this date. The crop continued in fair to good 
condition. 








Peanut planting neared completion in_- the 
Southeast. Early-planted fields began blooming. 
Recent rainfall should prove beneficial for 
germination of late-planted fields and growth of 
plants. 

Tobacco transplanting was in full swing as 
weather permitted. Dry, sunny weather is needed 
for setting to make normal progress. 

Hay harvests moved northward. Rains should 
improve the growth of hays but caused localized 
damage to cut hay. 

FRUITS AND NUTS: Harvesting of early variety 
peaches advanced northward into South Carolina. 
Picking in Georgia was 16% completed. 

Florida's citrus orchards benefited from 
rainfall during the week. Many growers 
discontinued irrigation. The showers did, however, 


Slow the Valencia orange harvest. The grapefruit 
harvest continued, but supplies were dwindling. 
New crop fruit made good_ progress. Growers 
fertilized, pruned, hedged, and topped trees. 


Texas pecan trees continued to set nutlets. 
Producers sprayed trees for casebearers where 
weather conditions permitted. 

California producers harvested apricots, early 
nectarines, and Freestone peaches. The Bing cherry 
harvest was past the peak. Perlett table grapes 
were moving from desert areas. Growers irrigated 
almonds, pistachios, and walnuts. 


VEGETABLES: 


Producers harvested early vegetables 
and planted 


later-season crops in northern aréas. 
Florida's vegetable shipments decreased 16% from 
the previous week. Only eggplant, okra, and 
parsley registered increases. The potato harvest 
continued very active in the Hastings area. 

Cool, wet weather in Texas delayed fieldwork 
and damaged some vegetable stands. Warmer, clear 
weather is needed for good plant growth. 

California growers continued to harvest a wide 
variety of vegetables. Planting was also active 
in many areas of the State. 





PASTURES AND LIVESTOCK: Pastures and ranges were 
in fair to good condition. Ample soil moisture 
should spur good growth in most areas. Cool, wet 
weather was hard on livestock in Montana. Herds 
in other areas were in fair to good condition.

Fertilizer, 
fungicide operations continuing some areas. 
Peanut planting making some progress, wet fields 
delay seeding many areas. Soybean planting 

well behind schedule. Rains delayed planting 
some areas, replanting necessary washed out 
fields. Hay meadows excellent condition with 
good moisture supplies. Many oat fields being 
baled for hay. Several cut fields across 
Southern High Plains severly damaged by heavy 
rains. 

Commercial Vegetables: Lower Rio Grande 
Valley, some cantaloupe, tomato stands severely 
damaged heavy rains. Harvest cucumbers, honey- 
dews, watermelons, green peppers continued where 
weather conditions permitted. Insect control 
programs active most citrus orchards. Coastal 
Bend, cucumbers, watermelons, tomatoes make good 
progress. San Antonio - Winter Garden, weather 
slowed development most vegetables. Watermelons 
making good growth, but wet weather slowed 
growth, fruit set. Cucumber, potato, onion 
harvest continued where conditions permitted. 
East Texas, sweetpotatoes, cantaloupe, water- 
melons good progress. Sweetpotato planting full 
swing, although wet fields delayed planting in 
some areas. Some tomato stands blight, gray 
spot. Trans-Pecos, carrots, onions slow progress 
because cool nights. Some stands cantaloupes, 
tomatoes Hudapeth County signs salinity problems. 
Plains, onions southwestern Floyd County exten- 
Sive hail damage. Green pepper planting good 
progress where conditions permit; some recently 
planted fields minor hail damage. Peach 
harvest good progress across State.

UTAH: Active storm system moved into northwest 
latter part period. Accumulated amounts mois- 
ture generally light to moderate northwest, little 
or none south and east. Average temperatures 
ranged from near normal to 69 above. Pan 
evaporation generally above normal ranging from 
1.36 in. in Cache Valley to 2.93 in. in Dixie 
Division. 

Fieldwork active most of week. Crop and range 
development delayed by cool weather. Major 
activities included irrigation, corn planting, 


livestock movement, and week spraying. First 
crop hay being cut in warmer valleys. Alfalfa 
weevil and aphid beginning to appear. Insect 
spraying has begun in a few counties. Rain 


followed by warm weather needed to get crop 
growth stimulated. 


VIRGINIA: Summer arrived early with warm and 
humid conditions and thunderstorms. Highs in the 
90's and lows in the 60's. Rainfall was variable 
up to 2.00 in.; extreme 4.50 in. at Charlottes- 
ville with minor flash floods. 

Thunderstorms and showers improved topsoil 
moisture and revived pastures and hay fields. 
Topsoil moisture rated 19% short, 55% adequate, 
26% surplus. Day suitable for fieldwork: 2.8. 
Pastures were rated good, hay fields rated fair. 
First cutting of hay was below previous years, 
some cut hay still wet after 10 days. Corn 
93% planted, same as 1981, 90% average. Stands 
in good to excellent condition and averaged 92% 
of a full stand. Soybeans 34% planted, 46% 1981, 
33% average. Peanut planting virtually complete, 


ahead of 96% 1981, 98% average. Stands 84% 

of full stands. Some growers thickening their 
stands with second plantings. Some areas re- 
port shortages of plants for burley and sun-cured 
tobacco, Flue-cured tobacco 83% planted, 93% 
1981, 70% average. Burley tobacco 59% trans- 
planted, 42% 1981, 28% average. Fire-cured 
tobacco 53% set, 60% 1981, 46% average. Sun-cured 
tobacco 42% set, 66% 1981, 39% average. Cereal 
leaf beetles have damaged wheat and oats. Barley 
harvest began and has totaled 12% of the acreage, 
less than 1% last year and average. Wheat har- 
vest expected to begin in mid June and peak 
around June 19th. Oat harvest should begin 

about June 21st and peak June 25th. Cattle 
continue in good condition. Continued high humidity 
may cause problems in strawberry fields. 


WASHINGTON: A weak front brought clouds and a lit- 
tle rain over the weekend, but high pressure, re- 
established by 3lst, returned warm, mostly sunny 
days and fair, cool nights to the State. The air 
flow around a low pressure system to the south 
moved some moist and unstable air over the eastern 
half 26th through 28th. Showers from this unstable 
air produced variable amounts of precipitation 
during the latter half of the week east of the Cas- 
cades. 

West: Warm, dry weather depleting soil moisture 
despite scattered sprinkles. Vegetable crops for 
summer harvest (corn, beans, squash, tomatoes, 
peppers, etc.) continue to be seeded. Green peas 
80 to 100% seeded and early fields look good. Win- 
ter cauliflower and field rhubarb harvesting near 
completion. Strawberries and blueberries past peak 
bloom and looking good. Raspberries in bloom and 
also looking good. Cattle in good condition with 
pastures, hay, and roughage feeds in adequate sup- 
ply. 

East: Dry, warm, windy weather slowed growth 
a little for cereal crops. Wheat and barley con- 
tinue to look good. Wheat 5% headed in most areas 
and about 62% headed in the southeast. Corn and 
potatoes mostly planted and alfalfa being cut. 
Sweet corn emerged and looks better than last year. 
Asparagus harvest almost complete. Fruit tree de- 
velopment behind due to the dry weather and trees 
being sprayed for coddling moths and cherry fruit 
flies. Cattle in good condition. Pastures in 
adequate condition. Hay and other roughage feeds 
adequate in most areas. 


WEST VIRGINIA: Temperatures averaged 5° above 
normal. High 89°, low 48°. Precipitation 
averaged above normal. Heaviest in western half 
of State. Range 0.11 to 4.18 in. 

Soil moisture short to adequate. Days worked 
averaged 3.9. Main activities: Gardening, corn 
planting, general maintenance.

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USSR: Two frontal systems moved eastward across 
European USSR, causing showers and thunderstorms 
over many areas. Significant amounts of rain, 
from 10-25 mm, fell on parts of the Ukraine and 
extreme western European USSR. The precipitation 
falling on parts of the Ukraine relieved the dry 
Weather of previous’ weeks. In contrast, dry 
weather returned to crop areas in the North 
Caucasus. According to the normal crop calendar, 
Winter grains should be entering the heading stage 
in the North Caucasus and southern Ukraine. 
Additional moisture would be highly favorable in

In the New Lands, beneficial precipitation fell on 
spring grain areas around Kustanay, Tselinograd, 
and Tobolsk. Rainfall in these areas ranged from 
10-25 mm, improving topsoil moisture conditions 
for emergence and early growth of the spring grain 
crop. In contrast, spring grains grown over the 
remainder of the region received little, if any, 
precipitation. 
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EUROPE: Wet weather continued over many crop 


areas. In Spain, rainfall ranged from 25-50 mm in 
central and northwestern areas. The moisture 
favored the growth of most crops, especially those 
winter grains which are still in the filling 
stage. In contrast, light precipitation fell on 


southern Spain, causing minor delays in early 
harvest activity. The precipitation which fell on 
France, England, and northern Europe maintained 


favorable moisture conditions for most crops. In 
southeastern Europe, rains benefited winter grains 
normally entering the heading stage. Temperatures 
for the week were generally above normal over most 
crop areas.

Wheat planting reached over 75 
percent completion in the Prairie Provinces, 
Planting progress by Province was as_ follows: 


Alberta, 85-90 percent; Saskatchewan, 80 percent; 
and, Manitoba, over 50 percent. With mostly light 
rain falling in Manitoba, however, spring crop 
seeding should have made good progress recently. 
Warm weather most of the week promoted good early 
growth of newly emerged crops. Moisture supplies 
are generally favorable throughout the Prairies. 
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SOUTH AMERICA: In Brazil, mostly dry weather in 





Rio Grande do Sul aided the late harvests of 
soybeans, corn, and other crops. Topsoil moisture 
supplies should be adequate for early wheat growth 
in southern Brazil. Widespread rain fell north of 
Rio Grande do Sul, extending into the coffee areas 
of Sao Paulo and Minas Gerais. Several days of 
dry weather followed the heavy rain which should 
have improved harvesting conditions for citrus and 
coffee. In Argentina, no significant rainfall 
occurred throughout the major grain areas. The 
dry weather was favorable for late crop harvests 
as well as for wheat planting; however, the wheat 
areas would benefit from periodic showers to 
moisten the topsoils for the emerging crop during 
the slow growth period. 
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EASTERN ASIA: Temperatures near the Yellow River 
on the North China Plain reached near-record 
readings early in the week. The hot, dry 
conditions likely caused shriveling of those 
winter grains’ still in the filling stage, 
especially on nonirrigated fields. Cooler weather 
moved in later in the week, and above-normal 
rainfall advanced as far north as the Yellow 
River. The moisture benefited spring-sown crops 
immensely. Much of southern China also had 
above-normal rainfall. Moisture conditions for 
rice and other spring-sown crops improved over 
most of the Yangtze Valley; however, the wetness 
in Guangdong was unfavorable. Excessive rainfall 
caused flooding as early rice neared maturity. In 
South Korea, rainfall was greater in the north 
than in tue south for the third consecutive week. 
Conditions in some southern areas are becoming 
somewhat too dry for newly planted rice. 
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SOUTH ASIA: Mostly dry weather continued over 
Winter grain areas of northern India, but somewhat 
wetter weather persisted in northern Pakistan. 
Temperatures in both areas remained below normal, 
but drying conditions were satisfactory. 
Premonsoon showers continued over the rest of 
India and in Bangladesh. Rainfall was generally 
lower than the previous week but intensified 
Somewhat along the southwest coast of India. The 
Onset of the monsoon in southern India seems 
imminent. 





SOUTHEAST ASIA: Rainfall over Thailand remained 
variable, with amounts ranging from near zero to 
above normal. Many rainfed corn areas received 
good rainfall, and reservoir water supplies should 
be adequate for rice irrigation. Temperatures 
Stayed near normal. Satellite imagery indicated 
that weather in Kampuchea and Vietnam was somewhat 
drier than in Thailand. 
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Beneficial moisture fell in many areas 
of the Australian wheat belt, although weekly 
totals were quite variable. Substantial. rainfall 
(greater than 10 mm) over southern Queensland and 
northern New South Wales aided wheat planting. 
Additional moisture is needed to improve 
conditions for germination and emergence in the 
eastern wheat areas where soil moisture has been 
deficient in recent weeks. Light rainfall 
occurred over southern crop areas where moisture 
supplies have been more favorable for crop 
development. Showers also improved conditions in 
crop areas of Western Australia where rains are 
needed to sustain wheat development during the 
growing season. Wheat planting should be underway 
in many crop areas.
